OF WILLIS BUTE 


He Left Gold Mines But His 


Sons Never Got Their 


Heritage 


Writing to County Treasurer Kelly 


rfom East Paelstlne, O, Mrs. Jnhn G. 
Weaver seeks Information with reference 
to the estate of the late Jacob Willis, one 
of the pioneers of '49. who, she iisserts, 
died here more than fifty years ago, leav- 
ing property, Including gold mines, of 
great wealth 
The probate court of Ala- 


meda county was established in 1853, or 
fifty-seven years ago, and the records 
fall to chow any such estate. If Wlllli 
died here prior to that year the chance 
of tracing his estate I« slim, indeed, for 
the reason that there Is not in existence 
any record that might, furnish a clue to 
It. The first estate to be probated In the 
county was that of James Cook, who died 
In the, early part of 1853. 
Mrs. Weaver says in her letter to the 


County Treasurer that when Wills came 
to California he left two sons, Samuel 
and William Willis, back In Indiana. At 
that time Willis w^s considered wealthy, 
and upon his arrival In California »he 
purchased a large tract of land, upon 
which he developed a gold mine of great 
richness. Ho worked the mine for about 
nine years before he died. 
"Willis' sons never got their share of 


their father's tsate," writes Mrs. Weaver, 
"so If there Is anythlrife coming to them 
they ought to come Into their Inheri- 
tance. Willis must have been worth sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars 
at the 


time of his death and aside from the sons 
there are several other legal heirs back 
here to claim his estate if It can be 
found."

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Shaw's Demagogic Appeal. 


To the reflecting mind the idea that Japan meditated war with 


theJLTnited States was always absurd. Motive and hope of success 
are both lacking for such an undertaking; and whatever the imme- 
diate outcome might be, Japan would sow the seed for her destruc- 
tion by going to war with this country. Besides, the necessity for 
recuperating after her exhausting struggle with Russia negatived 
the idea that her statesmen contemplated any warlike policy toward 
the United States. It would be suicide for her to alienate the Eng- 
lish-speaking peoples in a hopeless war that would afford Russia an 
opportunity to fall on her in her extremity and avenge the humili- 
ation of Port Arthur and Mukden. 


Still sensational writers and alarmist politicians insisted in pic- 


turing this country as being in peril of Japanese conquest. Their 
endeavors to excite groundless fears were seconded by the advo- 
cates of a great military and naval establishment, shipbuilders 
seeking contracts and the manufacturers of armor plate, steam and 
electrical machinery, and others financially interested in having our 
government build more warship and letting contracts for a variety 
of purposes incident thereto. Fortunately the mass of the Ameri- 
can people refused to be frightened by self-interested and dema- 
gogic appeals to ignorance and patriotic fears. 


Now it is Japan's turn to be excited by fear of the United 


States. Oddly enough Japanese apprehension has not been excited 
by alarmists at home, but by an American prominent in public life 
whose utterances command international attention by reason of the 
fact that he held a high place in the cabinets of two Presidents. 
Former Secretary of the Treasury Shaw has achieved the question- 
able distinction of stirring the Japanese nation with suspicious 
alarm at the supposed intentions of the United States. Obviously, 
as Secretary Knox says, Shaw was arguing for ship subsidies when 
he said war with Japan is impending; nevertheless, his words have 
been given a sinister import by being printed separately from their 
context. He has done a mischief by appealing to the fears of the 
ignorant. There are many sound arguments in favor of giving gov- 
ernment aid to the restoration of the American merchant marine, 
but such statement as the one he recently made is not an argu- 
ment, nor even a legitimate excuse. He is disturbing the comity 
existing between this country and Japan wantonly, provoking an- 


x tagonism where none should exist, and unsettling the tranquil rela- 


tions the United States now sustains with all foreign powers. 


Nothing is more improbable than war between the United 


States and'Japan—that is, unless demagogues in both countries peX 
sist in exciting baseless fears and fomenting groundless hostility be- 
tween the people of the two countries. If Mr. Shaw has no better 
argument in favor of ship subsidies than predicting war with Japan 
he had better hold his peace. He is making trouble without popu- 
larizing the policy of subsidizing American merchant ships. 


Huge Cost of the Panama Canal. 


There is probably not a recorded instance in the history of this 


country of a great public work being completed within the original 
estimate of cost. Usually the expense doubles and sometimes 
trebles by the time the job is finished. San Francisco's city hall 
was a shining example of this fact, which apparently is not taken 
account of nowadays. But the most striking exemplification of the 
total insufficiency of estimates to cover actual expenditures in large 
public enterprises is afforded by President Taft's review of the 
progress and cost of the Panama canal. 


. 
When Congress authorized digging the canal the total engi- 


neering and construction cost was estimated at $139,700,000. 
The 


estimates had been gone over and revised several times until they 
were regarded as approximately expressing the expense of connect- 
ing the two oceans. Already that sum has been far exceeded, and 
the canal will not be completed till January 1, 1915. 
President Taft 


says the cost will be $373,000,000, of which no less than $73,000,000 
will be charged to the expense of governing and providing sanita- 
tion for the canal zone. As^sanitation and administration are indis- 
pensable to successful prosecution of the work the expense they en- 
tail are a part of the cost of the canal. 


So it is now estimated that the cost of the canal will be $234,-

enormous sum of $500,000,000.

in computing the cost of bringing water from the Sierra Nevada.

NO NEW CLUBS ADMISSIBLE. 


After some debate, a motion made by 


Delegate Broderick that any club or- 
ganized after last night's meeting shall 
not be represented at the charter con- 
vention was adopted unanimously. 
It 


was explained by the chairman that the 
object of the motion was to prevent the 
creation of new clubs by the "interests" 
and corporations for the express purpose 
of Influencing the action of the charter 
convention. 


A resolution was also adopted to the 


effect that any action taken by the con- 
vention should not be binding on the 
charter convention or any other conven- 
tion which may be subsequently held, 
except as to the date and place of hold- 
ing the. charter convention. 


ELLIOTT MAKES ADDRESS. 


Councilman A. B. Elliott was then in- 


vited to address the convention on the 
question of municipal government. Seven 
years of service In the city council had 
served as a basis of knowledge of what 
a municipal government should te, and 
certain well-defined conclusions had been 
reached by him as the result of his ex- 
perience. In his estimation there 
was 


nothing more vicious than that feature 
in the city governrrent which Is based 
on ward lines and he was determined 
to fight any attempt, should any 
be 


made, to perpetuate ward representation 
The present system of municipal gov- 


ernment was all wrong. The city's af- 
fairs should be directed and controlled 
by a managing board of which the mayor 
should be a member, having the right to 
sit, debate and vote. Then the exercise 
of the veto would cease to be a question! 
of, any Importance as it would hare had] 


the benefit of hearing- the debate 
and 


forming an Intelligent judgment on it. 


CITY A BIG CORPORATION. 


The city is a large corporation anc 


should be run like an ordinary business 
corporation, so as to roturn dlvldents in 
lessened taxes and greater benefits 
rived from the expenditures of the public 
funds. 
The power of an ordinary board 


of directors should be vested In 
this 


managing board. 


His Ideal of a municipal government 


would be an agency form—not a Ammis- 
sion form of government. He says there 
are too many commissions already and 
these are practlcilly irresponsible 
for 
their actions and the public has no con- 
trol over them. 


"There is the Board of Education, for 


example," said Elliott, "It Is virtually 
proprlated to it which, If It were grant- 
commission asking that $3,000,000 be ap- 
ed, it would spend free from all control. 
In an agency form of government, the 
agent should be elected by the people to 
perform specific duties and if he failed 
to perform them as the servant of the 
people, the latter should have the right 
to recall him. 


MUST HAVE THE RECALL. 


"If the proposed new charter does not 
contain the recall we might as well have 
no charter at all, but continue under the 
one now existing

Responsibility in of- 
fice is the keynote of the situation; An 
example of the value of fixing respon- 
sibility on the individual was Illustrated 
in the first election in Des Molnes, when 
the most notorious political boss the city 
ever had was elected and as the res- 
ponsible head of a department he made 
one of the best officers that city has ever 
had and he will be re-elected. 


"As the budget Is now made up, the 


estimates from every department are at 
least 40 per cent higher than they ever 
expect to get. When heads of depart- 
ments make estimates and are held res- 
possible for the tax rate he will become 
careful as to the amount asked.

ments based on economy will produce the 
right kind of results."

Mr. Elliott then proceeded to explain

FEET FROM POLE 


August Quast, Alameda Elec- 


trician, Is Seriously 


Injured. 


ALAMEDA, Feb. 25.—With his life 
hanging by a thread, August Quast, as- 
sistant superintendent of the municipal 
electric light plant, lies at the Alameda 
Sanatorium, where he was taken last 
night after a fall from a 45-foot electric 
light cole at Encinal avenue and Post 
streets. 
Quast has not regained consciousness 
since the fall and will probably die. 
Summoned to Encinal avenue and Post 
street to repair a briak In the light wire, 
Quast climbed the pole to Investigate 
the damage. Hardly had he mounted to 
the top when bystanders saw him sud- 
denly jerk his boot back and slip down 
the pole two or three feet, and then sud- 
denly release his hold and fall headlonr 
to the ground. 
His nands, which are badly burned, 


show that he must have come In contact 
•with a live telephone wire. 
It was thought at first that the victim 
was dead, but he was hurried to the 
sanatorium, where examination 
showed 
that he was still alive. 
The shock from the live wire caused 
the fall. Although the current was not 
strong enough to kill him, It was suf- 
ficient to cause the fall to the ground 
below. 
Quast lives at 1234 Versailles avenue. 
He Is one of the best known electricians 
in Alameda county. He Is a son-in-law 
of Chief of Police Conrad.
